BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  241, 
or  23  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  birth  rate  for  the 
year  was  26  per  1,000  population.  The  average  birth  rate  for 
the  previous  ten  years  was  25.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  127, 
or  31  more  than  in  the  previous  year ; the  death  rate  for  the 
year  was  14  per  thousand  living;  12  deaths  of  residents  dying  in 
hospitals  outside  the  district  are  included  in  the  deaths.  The 
death  rate  of  14  is  higher  than  usual,  the  average  for  the  last 
ten  years  being  12. 

The  increase  in  the  death  rate  was  probably  due  to  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather  during  the  year,  as  shown  by  the 
death  rate  from  chest  diseases,  there  being  20  deaths  from 
pneumonia,  against  9 in  1906;  11  deaths  from  heart  diseases, 
against  8 in  1906 ; and  7 deaths  from  phthisis,  against  4 in  1906. 
The  were  also  3 deaths  from  erysipelas,  against  none  in  1906.

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Twenty  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
registered,  giving  a death  rate  for  children  under  one  year  of 
age  of  82  to  1,000  births,  as  compared  with  139  for  the  County 
of  Lancaster. 

This  is  a low  infant  mortality,  the  average  for  the  previous 
ten  years  being  122. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  all 
causes  : the  seven  principal  infectious  diseases,  viz.,  small-pox, 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup, 
whooping  cough,  “ fever,”  and  diarrhoea ; and  phthisis,  with  the 
death  rates  per  thousand  population  of  each  Township  in  the

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  new  cases  of  infectious  diseases  that  have  been  reported 
during  the  year  are  shown  in  Table  III. 

Forty-two  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  year,  against 
67  in  1906,  68  in  1905,  and  87  in  1904. 

The  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  infectious  diseases 
was  a low  one,  being  '7,  against  '9  in  1906,  ‘79  in  1905,  and  2T 
in  1904. 
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TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Only  one  case  of  Typhoid  was  notified  during  the  year,  in 
Clifton,  and  this  proved  to  be  fatal. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  was  28,  against 
52  in  1906,  37  in  1905,  and  43  in  1904.  Scarlet  Fever  caused 
one  death. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  cases 
notified  was  2,  against  4 in  1906,  16  in  1905,  and  30  in  1904. 

SMALL-POX. 

No  case  has  occurred.  We  have  a contract  with  the  Salford 
Corporation  for  removal  to  their  hospital  of  any  cases  which 
might  arise. 

METHOD  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES. 

Each  case  notified  is  visited  as  early  as  possible ; isolation 
is  enjoined,  either  at  home  or  by  removal  to  the  Ladywell 
Sanatorium,  and  all  children  from  the  infected  house  are  pre- 
vented from  attending  school  until  such  time  that  a certificate 
of  freedom  of  the  house  from  infection  is  issued  to  the  School- 
master. 

Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel,  discharges,  drains,  and 
privies  is  carried  out,  and  at  the  termination  of  the  illness  the 
room  and  its  contents  are  thoroughly  fumigated,  either  with 
sulphur  or  formaldehyde  gas ; such  articles  as  require  it  being 
submitted  to  Lyon’s  superheated  steam  disinfector,  or  destroyed 
and  compensation  granted. 

Disinfectants,  free  of  cost,  are  provided  in  each  township. 
Careful  inspection  of  the  premises  is  always  carried  out,  and 
defects,  temporal  or  structural,  are  rectified. 
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SCHOOL  CLOSUKE. 

School  closure  has  not  been  necessary  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  district,  except  a few  scattered  dwellings,  is 
supplied  by  town’s  water,  partly  by  Manchester  and  partly  by 
Bolton. 

SCAVENGING. 

At  Clifton,  the  emptying  of  ashpits  and  disposal  of  house 
refuse  is  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  by  a contractor. 

At  Elixton,  the  Council  undertakes  the  duty  of  dealing  with 
all  ashpits,  a contract  being  made  for  the  necessary  team  labour, 
the  Council  employing  its  own  manual  labour. 

At  Davyhulme,  the  Council  have  undertaken  the  emptying 
of  ashpits  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  by  contract. 

At  Barton  Moss  the  occupiers  are  mostly  farmers,  who 
attend  to  this  work  themselves. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  works  for  Tallow  Melting,  in  Trafford  Park,  is  in 
operation  under  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  DAIRIES. 

Slaughter-houses  and  Dairies  have  been  duly  inspected  and 
found  satisfactory. 

No  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  have  come  under  our 
notice  during  the  year. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  workshops  and  work  places 
have  not  called  for  any  special  action,  except  in  one  instance, 
where  the  sanitary  accommodation  was  insufficient,  and  this  was 
remedied. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
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1890,  has  been  adopted  by  the  District  Council,  the  standard 
being  for  females,  1 to  20  employed,  and  for  males,  1 to  30 
employed. 

There  are  no  cases  of  overcrowding,  the  places  on  the 
register  being  of  recent  construction  and  satisfactory  in 
condition. 

Want  of  cleanliness  was  found  in  two  instances,  and  this 
has  been  remedied. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  has  arisen  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  places  on  the  register.  Only  two  of  the  bakehouses 
in  the  district  are  underground,  and  they  are  in  order. 

The  Table  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  State  is  appended, 
duly  filled  in.

The  following  works  upon  highways  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  past  year  : — 

Flixton  Eoad  (Secondary  Eoad  No.  352). 

From  the  boundary  at  Urmston  to  Chassen  Eoad,  and  from 
Delamere  Eoad  to  the  junction  of  Irlam  Eoad,  the  roadway  has 
been  coated  with  2in.  macadam  and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of 
£193  14s.  3d. 

WooDSEND  Eoad  (Secondary  Eoad  No.  351). 

From  the  boundary  at  Calderbank  to  the  Flixton  Union 
the  roadway  has  been  coated  with  macadam  and  steam  rolled,  at 
a cost  of  £110  9s.  8d.  A surface  water  drain  has  also  been 
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laid  for  a length  of  270  yards,  and  the  necessary  gullies  and 
grids  fixed,  at  a cost  of  £56  13s.  5d. 

Irlam  Eoad  (Secondary  Eoad  No.  350). 

The  repaving  of  the  sett  pavement  and  covering  of  the 
macadam  side  for  a length  of  200  yards  with  2in.  macadam  has 
been  completed  and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of  £34  Os.  3d. 

Church  Eoad  (Secondary  Eoad  No.  350). 

A crossing  has  been  paved  with  grit  setts  opposite  Barn- 
field  Avenue,  at  a cost  of  £4  11s.  8d. 

Flixton  Eoad  (Secondary  Eoad  No.  350). 

From  the  junction  of  Irlam  Eoad  to  Western  Eoad  the 
macadam  side  of  this  road  has  been  covered  with  2iii.  macadam 
and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of  £41  14s.  4d. 

The  footpaths  also  have  received  attention  generally,  and 
the  general  work  of  the  district  attended  to. 

Brook  Eoad. 

Satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  owners 
of  the  land  on  the  west  side  of  this  road  between  Beech  Avenue 
and  Moorside  Eoad,  for  the  giving  up  sufficient  land  to  widen 
the  road  to  twelve  yards,  and  this  work  will  probably  be  com- 
pleted before  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £81  18s. 

The  owners  of  the  land  are  Messrs.  Newton  and  Bennett.

DAVYHULME  PAEOCHIAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  negotiations  between  this  Committee  and  the  Man- 
chester Corporation  as  to  the  land  obtained  at  Bent  Lanes  for 
Sewage  Outfall  Works  for  the  district,  and  referred  to  in  the 
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late  Surveyor’s  Annual  Eeport  for  last  year,  have  been  satis- 
factorily completed,  and  the  necessary  agreement  has  been  duly 
executed  by  the  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Manchester 
Corporation.

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The  following  works  have  been  carried  out  on  the  highways 
during  the  past  year : — 

Bent  Lanes  (Other  Eoads). 

The  conversion  of  a length  of  183  yards  of  boulder  paving 
into  macadam  has  been  completed  at  a cost  of  £35  8s.  3d. 

Moss  Koad  (Secondary  Eoad  No.  349). 

The  forming  of  a footpath  for  a length  of  140  yards  with 
12in.  X 7in.  dressed  kerbs,  and  two  rows  of  Gin.  grit  setts  for  the 
channels,  and  the  fixing  complete  of  three  gullies  and  grids  has 
been  carried  out  at  a cost  of  £44  17s.  8d. 

A length  of  150  yards  of  roadway  and  the  steam  rolling 
thereof  has  also  been  done  at  a cost  of  £47  13s.  9d. 

Davyhulme  Eoad  (Secondary  Eoad  No.  351). 

This  Eoad  has  been  covered  with  2in.  macadam,  and  steam 
rolled,  from  the  Nag’s  Head  to  the  Primitive  Methodist  Chapel, 
at  a cost  of  £119  14s.  8d. 

Moorside  Eoad  (Other  Eoads). 

From  Davyhulme  Eoad,  past  the  Schools,  a length  of  160 
yards  has  been  coated  with  macadam,  and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost 
£32  12s.  Od. 

Davyhulme  Main  Eoad. 

One  County  Main  Eoad  extending  from  Barton  Bridge  to 
the  Stretford  boundary  at  Lostock  and  measuring  2 miles,  3 
furlongs,  13  yards,  is  repaired  by  the  Eural  District  Council  as 
Contractors  to  the  County  Council. 

During  the  past  year  a length  of  about  400  yards  of  roadway 
on  both  sides  of  Croft’s  Bank  Bridge  has  been  converted  from  sett 
paving  (J  width)  to  macadam,  the  old  setts  broken  up  and  made 
into  underbed,  and  the  whole  width  of  roadway  covered  with 
macadam,  and  steam  rolled,  at  a total  cost  of  £200  4s.  5d., 
towards  which  Special  Works  the  County  contributes  £200. 

Improvement  near  the  Nag’s  Head  Hotel. 

The  road  opposite  the  Nag’s  Head  Hotel  has  been  much 
improved  by  the  removal  of  the  old  barn  which  formerly  abutted 
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on  the  road,  and  by  the  setting  back  of  the  fence  so  as  to  round 
off  the  South  side  of  the  road  at  this  point. 

Including  the  purcliase  of  land  from  the  Trustees  of  Sir 
Humphrey  de  Trafford’s  Estates,  cost  of  rebuilding  the  barn  in 
new  position,  fencing  and  road  work,  the  cost  of  this  improve- 
ment has  been  £185  11s.  4d.,  and  towards  this  the  County 
Council  contributes  £60. 

BARTON  MOSS. 

You  have  a length  of  1 mile,  6 furlongs,  98  yards  of  County 
Main  Road  (Liverpool  Road)  for  which  you  receive  from  the 
County  £160  for  maintenance. 

Some  portions  of  this  road  will  need  repairing  both  as  to  the 
paving  and  macadam,  and  will  be  attended  to  during  the  year.

No  plans  for  new  buildings  have  been  submitted  for 
approval  during  the  past  year. 

Unemployed  Colony. 

Rough  wooden  buildings  have  been  erected  near  Liverpool 
Road  at  the  Salteye  Brook  as  an  experiment  in  housing  “ the 
unemployed,”  by  the  Manchester  Corporation  Distress  Committee, 
and  these  have  not  been  erected  in  conformity  with  your 
Building  Bye  Laws. 

The  general  condition  of  these  buildings  and  their  surround- 
ings is  receiving  your  attention  in  the  interests  of  the  remainder 
of  the  population  of  your  District,  and  with  a view  to  the 
improvement  thereof  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the 
purpose  for  which  they  have  been  erected. 

CLIFTON. 

You  repair  the  Main  Road  (Manchester  Road)  which  has  a 
length  of  1 mile,  3 furlongs,  23  yards,  and  the  County  Grant  for 
this  is  £100. 
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The  County  Council  is  now  engaged  in  repaving  the  granite, 
paving  and  relaying  the  flagging  of  the  footpaths  of  this  road, 
and  the  work  is  being  carried  out  by  Mr.  T.  C.  Starkey, 
Contractor,  of  Hull,  for  the  County  Council. 

The  laying  of  the  liglit  railway  along  this  road  was 
completed  early  in  the  year,  and  the  South  Lancashire  Tram- 
ways Company  now  run  a regular  service  of  cars  from  the 
terminus  at  the  Pendlebury  boundary  to  Bolton. 

You  have  also  one  Secondary  Road  (Rake  Lane)  No.  326, 
for  which  you  receive  a grant  in  aid  from  the  County  Council 
of  £40. 

The  length  of  this  road  is  1 mile,  0 furlongs,  136  yards.

Unity  Brook  Septic  Tank. 

Owing  to  the  complaints  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint 
Committee  as  to  the  quality  of  the  effluent  from  this  tank,  the 
Clifton  and  Kearsley  Colliery  Company  have  agreed  to  convert 
the  two  lower  chambers  of  the  existing  septic  tank  into  dosing 
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cinder  filters,  and  this  work  is  being  carried  out  forthwith,  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  alterations  will  obviate  any  further  com- 
plaint from  the  Joint  Committee. 

General. 

The  routine  work  of  your  District,  including  repairs  to 
highways,  the  supervision  of  building  plans  and  buildings  in 
course  of  erection,  sewers,  drains,  and  outfall  sewage  works,  have 
been  satisfactorily  carried  on  during  the  past  year.

CLIFTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  liouse  refuse  is  let  by  contract, 
and  same  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily,  only  three  applica- 
tions have  been  received  from  householders  to  remove  their 
refuse,  testifying  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  ashpits 
are  dealt  with. 

One  sample  of  drinking  water  has  been  taken  from  a well 
in  Eake  Lane  and  analysed  by  the  County  Analyst,  same  having 
been  certified  as  wholesome. 

DAVYHULME. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  in  this  district  is  also  let  by 
contract,  and  the  work  is  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  cleansing  of  Carr’s  Ditch  has  been  carried  out  at  the 
joint  cost  of  Davyhulme  and  Urmston. 

No  complaints  have  been  made  with  regard  to  the  Tallow 
Melting  Works  in  Trafford  Park,  erected  under  Section  112  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

FLIXTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  this  Township  has 
been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years,  viz. : — The  Team  Labour 
is  let  by  contract,  and  the  refuse  receptacles  are  emptied  by  men 
employed  by  the  Council. 

The  number  of  dust  bins  is  increasing  enormously,  all  new 
property  being  supplied  with  them,  also  the  conversion  of  the 
existing  privies  and  ashpits  into  water-closets  with  dust  bins  is 
receiving  attention.

All  the  slaughter-houses  are  visited  at  least  once  per  week.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

There  are  3 factories  and  24  workshops  within  the  district, 
same  have  been  visited  regularly,  and  in  only  two  instances  has 
it  been  necessary  to  draw  the  occupier’s  attention  to  the  want 
of  cleanliness. 

The  Factory  Inspector  reported  that  there  was  insufficient 
sanitary  accommodation  at  one  of  the  factories,  this  defect,  on 
drawing  the  owner’s  attention  to  same,  was  immediately  remedied, 
two  additional  closets  being  provided,  thus  allowing  one  closet 
for  every  25  persons  employed  at  the  works.

Thirteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  Ladywell 
Sanitorium. 

Bedding  from  24  houses  has  been  disinfected  at  the  Mode 
Wheel  Disinfecting  Station.  Twenty-six  houses  have  been 
disinfected. 

The  free  distribution  of  disinfectants  from  convenient 
stations  in  each  Township  still  continues,  a reasonable  quantity 
being  used. 

HACKNEY  CARRIAGES. 

The  Licenses  held  during  1907  at  Flixton  were  all  renewed, 
no  complaints  being  received  in  respect  of  same. 

The  Gas  Car  licenses  for  Trafford  Park  Estate  Limited  were 
renewed. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

The  Davyhulme  Committee  have  considered  and  approved 
applications  for  licenses  as  follows  : — General  Petroleum  Co. 
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Ltd.,  storage  of  motor  spirit ; Trafford  Park  Estates  Co.  Ltd., 
storage  of  carbide  of  calcium  ; General  Oil  Storage  Co.  Ltd., 
storage  of  carbide  of  calcium. 

PUBLIC  LIGHTING. 

The  lighting  of  the  parish  of  Clifton  has  been  put  in  a more 
satisfactory  condition.  All  the  lamps  on  the  main  road  have 
been  converted  to  incandescent  burners;  20  bracket  lamps  have 
been  fixed  on  to  the  electric  tramway  standards;  13  lamp  pillars 
have  been  removed  to  more  satisfactory  positions;  7 extra  lamps 
have  been  erected — 6 in  Dixon  Fold  Eoad,  and  1 in  Vickers 
Street.  Thirty-four  of  the  old  lamps  on  the  main  road  have  been 
repaired,  as  same  having  been  in  use  a great  number  of  years,  it 
will  be  necessary  before  long  to  replace  these  old  lamps  with 
new  lanterns. 

No  extra  lamps  have  been  erected  in  Barton  Moss  or 
Davyhulme. 

In  Flixton  the  following  extra  lamps  have  been  erected  : — 
Victoria  Road,  1 ; Barnfield,  1 ; Brook  Road,  1.  Total — 139. 

With  the  exception  of  the  10  lamps  in  the  side  streets  of 
Manchester  Road,  Clifton,  and  the  6 oil  lamps  in  Bent  Lanes, 
the  whole  of  the  principal  roads  in  the  district  are  lit  with 
incandescent  lights.
